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In accordance with 37 CFR §1. 181(a), Applicant respectfully petitions the 
Commissioner for withdrawal of the holding of Abandonment. The Notification of 
Abandonment, dated October 6, 2008 (Exhibit A), states that the reason for abandonment is 
''Applicant's failure to respond to the notification of MISSING REQUIREMENTS (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/905), mailed 12/21/2006 within the time period set therein^ The notification 
referred to was a Notification of Insufficient Fees (DO/EO/US) (Exhibit B). Applicant 
respectfully submits that the Notification of Insufficient Fees was mailed in error resulting with 
the Notification of Abandonment also being mailed in error. 

The above-identified application is the U.S. National Stage of International 
Application PCT/IL04/00822. However, the International Application Number was 
inadvertently identified as PCT/IB04/00822 on the Transmittal Letter submitted with the 
annlication documents on the day of filine of the annlication ffixhibit CV Thus, the Electronic 
Acknowledgement Receipt also incoiTectly shows PCT/IB04/00822 (Exhibit D). International 
Application PCT/IB04/00822 includes a sixty eight-page specification drawn to enzyme 
inhibitors. In contrast, International AppHcation PCT/IL04/00822 includes a six-page 
specification drawn to orthopedic insoles. Thus, the two international applications are clearly 
unrelated. The Electronic Acknowledgement Receipt (Exhibit C) indicates that the correct six- 
page specification was filed. Furthermore, although improperly listed under foreign priority 
information, the international application was correctly identified on the Application Data Sheet 
(ADS) filed concurrently with the application (Exhibit E). 

Upon receipt of the Filing Receipt, dated December 21, 2006 (Exhibit F), Applicant 
realized that the priority data was incorrect and requested correction of the filing receipt (Exhibit 
G). The Corrected Filing Receipt, mailed on July 24, 2008 (Exhibit H), shows the corrected 
priority data, stating that '''This application is a 371 of PCT/IL04/00822 09/09/2004 which claims 
benefit of 60/502,943 09/16/2003'' Thus, the priority data was corrected prior to the date of the 
Notification of Abandonment. 

The United States Patent and Trademark Office is designated as the International 
Searching Authority on the PCT Request for International Application PCT/1L04/00822 (Exhibit 
I). Accordingly, the $50 search fee paid at filing was the appropriate fee due and the fiirther fee 
of $200 required by the Notification of Insufficient Fees (Exhibit B) is in error. All necessary 
filing fees were paid at the time of fiUng. 
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Additionally, considering that the application published on May 3, 2007, (Exhibit K), 
Applicant understood the Notification of Lisufficient Fees to be withdrawn. 

Since Applicant has now shown evidence that the Notification of hisufficient Fees 
was mailed in error resulting with the Notification of Abandonment also being mailed in error, 
Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the holding of Abandonment. 

Applicant believes that this petition is a non-fee petition. However, if it should be 
detennined that a fee is required, please charge such fee to Deposit Account 500601. 

hi the alternative, in the unlikely event that this petition is not granted, Applicant 
respectfully requests that this petition be considered a petition to revive an unintentionally 

abaiidnrtP-H natent annliratioTi AnnlicaT^t resnectfnilv submits that other tha^ the nnssible 

payment of additional fees, all 35 U,S,C. 371(c) requirements have been previously submitted or 
are submitted herewith. Accordingly, please charge the payment of the required petition fee as
